HE external fafhion of the cloaths is frequently 
an indication of the inward fentiments of 
the mind, fo that one may often guefs at the 
qualities of the latter, by the colour and figure : 
of the former. Nor is this fo much to be 

wondered at, fince the influence of drefs is fo great, that 

the mind takes a tincture from the colour of the cloaths, | 
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and is fafhioned as it were in a mould according to the 
ofthem. The truth of this is exemplified in a great 


namber of Perfons, who having been bred 7s home in 
a finical exatnefs ot habit, appear more like Dancing-ma- 
fers than Genthemen, and conti-ue Fops and Fools through- 
out the whole courfe of their lives. 

This fantafticalnefs in drefs is of very bad confequence 
if it grow to be general, more efpecially if it have been in- 
troduced by a Foreign Nation, it being a prefage of intro- 
ducing the Politics and even the Religion of that nation. 
For there are fafhions in both thefe, as well as in habits, 
which, tho’ not fo changeable, are fubject to very frequent 
alterations. And indced in one refpect, the political and 
religious garments bear a near refemblauce to the artificial, 





being often put on or off, according to the coldneis or 
warmth of the weather. 


fhions at the latter end of Queen Ann’s reign, being appre- 


lenfive, that they had a tendency to introduce Pupery, and ;

The Author declares, That the end of his Book, is, to ’ 
diffwade his Country-men from the ufe of French Fahhions, 
and from applying to Foreigners in matters of this nature, 
where we have a right, and power, and genius to fupply | 
our felves. -—- The imitation of Modes, he fays, is a tri- 
bute paid to fome vertue; as to valour, or beauty, or-to 
fuperiour fkill in the Arts and Sciences. -—— As to va- 
lour, he will not enter upon any enquiry, whether the 
French excell us in it or no: becaufe the terrour, which, 
he obferves, our arms had raifed in France ; was then fo 
frefh, that the French could not refufe hem{clves to give 
teltimony to it. Of the influence which valour has in this 
refpeé&t he produces us Britons as an inftznce, who have 
ever fhewn the moft officious regard to the habit of our 


Neighbours, whenever they became famous for either lau- 


dable or appearing valour. The Ruff and Fardingale were 
ever ufed by us, whilft the Spanifh Nation had no difallow- 
able contefts with the French: but when by the weight of 
the Britifh arms France had obtained many vitories over 
the Spaniard, this much beloved vertue quickly engag’d us 
to make the fame conceflions to the French, and to purfue 
them through many extravagant varieties. But when it 
concerned the fecurity of our Nation to enter into a war 
againit the French under King Wituram, there fucceeded 
unmediately a difufe of exotic modes. At length the late 
ueen fucceeding to the Crown, and then the glory of our 
érins extending on one part toward the fource of the Da- 
nube, aud on the other, from the Tagus in the Adriatic 
fea; our Fafhions feem’d to all nations to be commodious 
and graceful. Germany and Spain received them by the 
means of our excelicnt manufactures; and Holland and Por- 
tugal were not backward to do the fame. Even Tufcany, 
foil of politenefs, was likewife a favourer of our Modes : 

of which the Author himfelf was an eye-witnels. 
_ The next quality, which, he cbferves, has the greateft 
Influence in dircéting the Modes, is beauty: which confi- 
ered as abftraéted fiom matter, by the names of mien, 
Cartiige, a'r, feature, isa fweet refiexion of light oriling 
Om the connexion and aptitude of the parts. There 
are two fort. o: it, national and univerfal. ——- The firft, 
ollowing the peculiar turn of the climate where it was 
orm’d, does not appear to others with the fame ad-

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Vantage. Of this fort of beauty there are two degrees: 
the one not difpleating ; the other more perfect.

Our: this deicription belengs to the Frevch. - In the 


{cond is ebfery 
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an opennefs or clearnefs of the featural light, height of 
ftature, and an aétive ftrength, but attended with a cor- 
pulence, pleafing rather than beautiful to the eye: this 
is a defcription of the Britons. -— The univerfal beauty 
has obtained that name, as it anfwers to the notions of 


grace and proportion, which have been ever received and: 


agreed to among mankind. - -- There is a likenefs or 
figure among che French, which feems asf in fome mea- 
fure it belo’ ge@ to the claflis of Men, which is oppofed to 
the beautiful of either kind, national or univerfal ; which 
neveithelefs does not belong to that claffis, but their de- 
formity is the effeét of art. I mean fuch of them, whofe 
anclés are placed at a much greater diftance one from 
the other, in proportion, thantheir knees. For this pro- 
ceeds from their being taught to caper and dance, before 
they arrive at fufficient ftrength to bear the rules of art. 
And I would recommend to the ingenious in imagery 
of any kind, to make ule of a Figure, as the fymbol of 
capering, with the knees touching, and the ancles at a 
foot anda half diftance from one another, with a broad 
cuodcbec, an immense peruxe, and an old lac’d coat. 

A third Quality which has an influence on the Modes 
is fuperiour {kill in Arts and Sciences. ---—- If the Que- 
ftion be about Poctry, I would demand the fight of a 
French Epic Pocin. The viatues of this Mufe confit of 
Sobriety, dignity of image, fublime affections: bui if the 
nature of any nation be incapabie of thefe, “tis im vain 
that it afpire to a Homer or a Mirron. —-. If trug 
Eloquence be the cigier and more decifive part of plead- 
ing ; if it dec, aot confit in Panegysics, and multiply’d 
tur's and repercuflions of the fame fenfe: there are fome 
Fox-hunters of the Briuihh Senate, who may be preferred 
to the g.ecueit Orstors of France. -— The French have 


( ; been commended for retrieving great knowledge, by the 
thought proper to give an abridgement, it being a very 
{carce, and curious Piece never,known to the publick. ; 


help of fedais, and they have made a wonderful progrefs 
in that ‘agacious toil: yet they are totally incapable of 
the venerabie ipiric of that icience, when they undertake 
to snake medals themfelves. [This is demonitrated in 8 
The French iiufick is only pleafing to 
themfelves, and not to‘any other nation whatfoever. The 
deep warble of the voice is the cayfe of fweetnels, if it 
be only applied where the Turn of the Mufick requires 
it; but if it be repeated with every individual note, it 
will be the cauie of averfion and impatience.

a French-man by fome iuch barbarous, wanton infolence. 
This vanity gave occafion to an Italian to fay of the 
Roman Poussin, That he would have made an excelient 
Painter, if his-father had not been a French-.nan, 

Having made an end of enquiring whether the French 
excell us in Valour, or Beauty, or in Arts and Sciences, 
the Author, to make it appear that we are under no obli- 
gation to follow the Modes of France, proceeds to exa- 
mine fome pleas made in behalf of the French. 

The firit is That they have ever excell’d us in a copiouf- 
nefs and variety of fancy with regard to the invention of 
Modes. This is acknowledged, but denied to ‘proceed 
from a natural excellence in the French, and afferted to be 
owing to the great encouragement given to the Taylors of 
France. For there a Taylor has the privilege of infcribing 
a new-fafhioned garment to a Great man, as an Author 
does a book. ‘Thus a famous Artift dedicated the Veudo/me, 
a new kind of Peruke, to Monfteur de Vendo/me. Another 
dedicated a coat to the Elettor of Bavaria, and calld it a 


Bavarois: and there isan Abridgment or Compendium of 


a Cloak dedicated to the Duxe ot Rogue/aure, whote name 
wil! be tranimitted to potterity in this invention. —~ Ano- 
ther Plea is the Civility ot tay French. In anfwer to which 
it is obierv’d, that the only way for a Stranger to engage 
thein to be civil, is to praiic their country under as many 
diuvrent topicks as he can find, and never to thew the leaft 


regard or affection to his own.-——Thhe third Plea is the | 


cheapneis of the French workmanfhip. The true reafon of 
wirch, is, becaufe our Workimen find it difficule exactly to

And yet . 
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exa€tly our Englith Workmen.— The laft Plea for the 
Claim of the French to prefcribe the ufe of their Fafhions, 
is, That they exceed all mankind in vivacity of temper ; 
which is one of the chief conditions required for an amia- 
ble drefs. This plea is allowed and confirmed, whether 
by Vivacity is meant an irrefiftible propenfion to dance at 
the found of a fiddle, or an impatience to be reftrained 
from fpeech ; or aquicknefs of anfwering before the quei' on 
is afked; or various enquiries into fecret and domeftic 
relations of life: all which compofe the Bri//ant. 

Drefs is a proper difpofition of the attire, either of the 
head, or of the body. -— The attire of the head is either 
natural, or fuch as feems natural; or additional. - - - 
The natural attire of the head, or {uch as feems natural, is 
hair. This is of a twofold ufe, .to fill up the inequalities of 
the head, or to add to the grace of the vifage. - The An- 
tients, to fignifie ftrength and vigour, have ever made ufe 
of the fhort and briftly hair; and of the long to fignifie ef- . 
feminacy 5 as appears by the ftatues of JUPITER and Ga- 
nyMepe. I have therefore often wonder’d at the fuccefs 
of the French, in propagating their modes, fince they have 
never fhown any regard to the principles of Drefs, in ine 
venting the modes of hair. For, contrary to the nature. 
and complexion of man, they drefs him in the longeft hair 
that can poflibly be found 5 and which is equally erroneous, 
they drefs their Women without ee their hair at all, 
or fhewing very little of it. —- The fuccefs of the Perruque 
here proceeded in a great part from the juft hatred and 
averfion the Nation had conceived againft the Round-heads, 
fo call’d, becaufe their hair was cut round, according to 
the depth and figure of a difh. Which averfion grew to 
that height, that a worthy Judge refus’d to admit a man 
once for an evidence, becaufe his hair was not long encugh. 
~—~ I think artificial hair neceflary to fill up the inequali- 
ties of the head, or to add grace to the vifage.’ For the 
firft ofe, it may only confift of one lock difpos’d with 
skill: and the {ame may ferve for the fecond. he ufe of 
artificial hair will be greater, if the cheek be thin; but 
greateit, if the ear fhould be large; except a man be accu 
fed as a Jefuit, or of carrying on fome dangerous intrigue 
againft the State. —It is therefore much to be with'd that 
Painters would adorn their figures with natural hair; that 
the features of men may appear in their genuine {plendor, 
and their likene{s be convey’d to future ages with fimpli- 
citys and not a ridiculous hutic inftead of it: which mut 
neceffarily happen thro’ the quick changes of the Peruke, 
if the Figure be drawn in that drefs. 

The additional attire of the head is ufeful as the former 
to add to the grace of the vifage, and in fome kinds of ie 
alfo to fillup the inequalities of the head.———— Jewels are

The attire of the body is purely additional, and conffts 
in the outward garments: the ule of which, is either to 
fapply the unequal parts of the body, or toadorn the fhape. 
—— To fupply the unequal parts, the figure of the apparel 
muft be different, either in whole, or in part, from the 
figure of the body. It is {aid to differ in the whole, when 


| it covers the body loofely from the neck to the foot, dif- 


guiling the hollow of the fhape: which is now only ufed 
in'Afia; and like the robe of the Prieft or Magiftrate here, 
appointed to be uied as importing eminence and gmvity.

The firft is 
Vivacity, fuch as obferves the proprieties of converfation, 
and does not corfift of fudden and quick reflections mpon 
men and manners, without confulting the pleafure and fa- 
tisfatlon of thofe with whom we converfe, which is levity 
and inmipertinence. ——-The next are a beautiful afpects a 
juft ftature ; and skill in the genteel and military Exercifes. 
—_—— The laft is a Genius to difpofe the habit according 
to its proper attitudes ; which it is impoffible to prefcribe 5 
but when we obferve it in any one, the foul is fill’d with 
pleafure, as at the found of fome melody. — 

To fee the neceflity of a Genius to difpofe the habit 
according to a perfect reétitude, one need only take notice 
of the moft remarkable miftake in difpofing it, which ari- 
fes from the want of fuch a genius. — There is a certain 
audacious figure which unfkilful Perfons are apt to aflume 
in their Dre{s, with an intention to extort the refpect of 
mankind, but it feldom or never fucceeds. — The fame 
eait or turn of the habit may, in arother refpeét, be figni- 
ficative of Petulance. If the flature be high, and the fea- 
tures large, this difpofition of the habit is faid to be auda- 
cious, if otherwife, it is called Petulant, this laft is oftner 
expoied to difcipline: for wherever a little French Taylor 
fets up to modifie and reform the nation, it is hard to keep 
off our hands from drubbing him.
